The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.22, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There are no special 
technical features because in order to be a special technical feature, a c/a/med feature 
must define a contribution ov^er the prior art. Furthermore, a refractive index member is 
not a special technical feature since refractive index members are known in the prior art 
as evidenced by Applicant's submitted prior art. Since the refractive index member is 
the only claim element that could be regarded as a candidate for a special technical 
feature in method claims 13-14, and the said refractive index member cannot in fact be 
regarded as a special technical feature for the reasons indicated above, the inventions 
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listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept since they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features.
